At Concord there was born the great American philoso­ 
phy, transcendentalism— which simply means INDIVIDUAL 
INDEPENDENCE. 
It was at Concord that there lived America s first great 
exponent of the doctrine of RUGGED INDIVIDUALISM, 
Ralph \\ aldo Emerson. 
His house, which still stare11, is the real WI UTE I lOUSE 
IN PERPETUITY of all Amer 
democratic-individualists. 
I hese words, uttered by the Sage of Concord, have a 
direct application to Americans of today who see our institu- 
afterjtions crumbling under the impact of alien-made ideas: 
“An amount of money will go further if expended 
by each man and woman for their own wants, and in 
feeling that this is their all, than if expended by a great 
steward . . . Take away from me the feeling that I must 
depend upon myself, give me the least hint that I have 
good friends and backers there in reserve who will gladly 
help me, and instantly I relax my diligence.’’ 
It was at Concord also that lived I lenry David Thoreau, 
who still felt the impact of our defiance to George 111 so 
strongly in his veins that he served a day in jail rather than 
pay what he considered an unjust tax. 
W hile we are re-finding and rt-learning our Constitution, 
let us not forget Concord, the seed of the giant oak America,* 
the Runnymede of our liberties— which are now threatened 
after one hundred and sixty years by the re-born ABSOLUT­ 
ISM of GEORGE 111.
